Many veople are inter- 
ested in wrestling, but how 
many really know whet the 
game is all shout? 

A wrestling match igs 
divided into three veriods, 
each two minutes long. A 
team member is allowed one 
match per night or more: with 
one hour between matches, 

In the first period, 
the wrestlers start out by 
Shaking hands, proceeding 
into a stand-up position 
before wrestling, 

In the second period, 
one wrestler starts in the 
hands and knee position, 
His opponent places one arm 
around the down wrestler's 


waist, his other arm ig - 


placed on the down wrest- 
ler's corresponding arm. 
final period, the 
two opponents switch posi- 
tions from the second period 
before starting to wrestle. 

Scoring is very impor- 
tant, not only to the wrest- 
lers, but to the team. 
First, and most important 
is the pin. Pinning your 
Opponent is an automatic 
win, regardless of the pre- 
vious score. A wrestler'is 
pinned when both shoulders 
touch the mat at the same 
time for two seconds, 

It the wrestler is in 
the stand-up position end 
takes his opponent down so 
the referee says he has con- 
trol the wrestler ~reecaives 
two points. 

If the wrestler reverses 
the control position he 
recéives two points. If a 
wrestler escapes to the 
stand-up position he re- 
ceives one point. 

If while in the control 
Position the wrestler puts 
his opponent on his back 
for five or more 





seconds 









he rec ‘ves five points, 
For less then five he re- 
ceives two points. 

The team scores points 
in the following ways: the 
wrestler wins by a deci- 
sion, that is defeats his 
opponent by getting the 
most points, the team re- 
ceives three points.

iparents who said they were shocked or were so embar- 
frassed that their children saw and heard such things on 
television. Since Patton and Love Sto 
sented on Sunday evenings starting at 9 p.m. and run- 
ning past 11 (Patton went on, even in its abridged 
iform, to 12:20 Monday morning), one would wonder what 
kind of parents would let their children watch a pro- 
gram that late and then gripe about it, rather than 
send the little urchins to bed. As far as That Certain 
Summer is concerned, it was a mature, well perigrmed 
story of two homosexuals, without any of the banal 
cliches typifying a program of, for example, All in the 
Family. That program also drew complaints. Cne view- 
er wrote that she was "shocked after the first 15 min- 
utes,’ that she ‘was never so disgusted." All the fore- 
mentioned programs were publicized as to their content 
well in advance of the showing date, and each viewer 
was given a choice of at least three cifisrent programa 
on at least three different networks. Even if none of 
these choices had proven appealing, there reméined one 
more choice open, a choice that never occurs to some 
people.
